before the Hongkong Magistracy 
betwean Dr. Woog Sik-to of 
Canton and Mr. G. A. Walker, 
Trafic Superintendent of the 
Kowloon-Canton Railway, Brit- 
ish Section, similar treatments 
happened to me on several 
occasions during my trips from 
Kowloon to Canton, I will tell 
wy readers e few incidents which 
taugbt me some good lessony. 

On one occasion I was travet- 
ling with several friends from 
Kowloon to Canton by the after- 
noan express trafn. We were 
sitting in the smoking compart- 
ment, the “big cabin at the 
end ef tha car. Two minutes 
later oa Chinese conductor 
came in and told os to leave 
the compartment, and he informed 
us that he was acting under in- 
structions from, the Managemen. 
netto sllow any Coinese pas-en- 
sors to occapy that -comparrmant 
which waa reserved for * Eur- 
apeans only.” . We told him that 
we did not see any sign to that 
effect in the cabin§ otherwise we 
woald certainly not have ses foot 
onit,even had we been. invited 
Tt is probabie thatin this instance 
either the conductor forgo: to lock 
the door of the smoking compart- 
ment, ar else tne officials neglected 
posting op the sign as they do now. 

Again, referring to the compart- 
ment, ia question, Y have always 
noiced that a sign is posted 
a> the door “Keserved for 
E wopeans Only.” T should say 


seizod.|that all Chinese reading English } 
. _ hare to see auch a sign. I have 


also witnessed tinte after time 
that most of the first class com- 
partments were often overcrowd- 
ed, but atilf no Chinese were 
allowed to anter the smoking 
compartment. The railway ser- 
vans do not realize che discom- 
fort of the Chinese passengers 
until the train reaches very near 
Canton, wheo the compartment 
ig thrown op=n. Iam nerfectly 
sure that no particular Enropean 
reserved it. All of os Cninese 
know that it is the usual anti- 
Chinese practice, instituted by the 
Ralway Aurhorities, to reaarve 
that compartmant for the com- 
f-et of Europeans, even though 
Chinese and Evropeans par 
equal fares, and the Hejlway is 
halt Chinese and half British. 
Unless European passengers psy 
additional fares for that extra 
compartment, J] car see nod 
reason why this practice should 
be instituted. . . 

T have also to narrate an innit, 
or rather great incofvenience, 
made toa friend of mine at the 
Kowloon station, thraugh one of 
the regulations of the Railway, 
enforced by its servants. Mr. 
Yao Boo Ying, formér Managing 

ir ctor of ‘he Canton-Samshui 
Railway, ‘and wmyself were 
waiti'g for a friend from 
Canton et the Kowloon Station. 
Mr. Yao went into the 
first-class Javatory, bot the 
coolie in charge rafused to admit 
him. The coolie advised of course 
that he was acting under instrac- 
tions from the Managemant not 
to allow Chinese pass-ngers to 
roake usa of the favatory unles« 
a first class ticket was produced. 
As my friend and mysolf were 
merely waiting for the arrival 
of another friend from Canton, we 
could not produc=.any first class 
ticket, and Mr. Yao was thoref6re 
forbidden to enter tbe lavatory. 
It seers to me that the above | 
cases are absolutely a-quostion of 
race digtioction, pure and simple.

Many at. Present Qut of 
Work. 


RIGHER WaQE DEMAND DENTED. 


In view of reports that a large 
numter of Chinessa domeatic 
servants and office employees are 
at present ‘out of work, havine 
been dismissed since the strike, 
a Telegroph reporter bas beer’ 
endeavouring to ascertain the 
facts, god has been informed thar 
the number of onemployed bouse- 
servants end minor employees in 
- uropean firms amounts to nearly 
three hundred. This does not 
i-elude the men who are not 
members of the cailds concerned, 
and whose number it is difficult 
to estimate. 

The Hip Chan, or Cooks’ Guild, 
which was the first placa visited 
by 0:F reporter, bo ssts a member- 
shipof 6,000. When theg resently 
“downed choppers “ia sympathy 
with the seamen, their action 
swelled the ranks of sympathetic 
strikers in Europeanemploymont 
to over 10,000. The greater num- 
ber of these have since returned 
to their jabs, but there sill re- 
main quite a number out of 
work. The problem that now 
faces the Guilds is how to daal 
with these nnemployed. 

“We are at a loss to know how 
t> proceed abou: this.” said the 
cook wh> offisiates for the time. 
being as one of the Sccretaries of 
the Guild. “We vhave about 
twenty members wha ‘are ous of 
employment and who have Zone 
uo wrong, butonty been helping 
the seamen.” ‘ : 
“Whe are filling their. former. 
jobs ?”-esked the reporter. "> ~ 

" No-one that we are aware of: 
None of our other members are 
taking these jobs on.” 

“But supposing these jobs are 
taken up by men not members of 
your Guild? -What would - ou 
do under that circomstance?” 

“Why. we should not do any- 
thing. Thatconld not be belped.” 

Sivailar difficulties as to how to 
meet the situation were voiced at 
another Guild which the reporter 
visited. To a bespectacled 
gentleman. in a long faded sik 
coat who came politely forward, 
the question was pu: “Whar 
Guild is this?” 

“This isthe Lu Kong Wa Yum 
Yeong Mow Kung Wai.” 

“Quite 80, quile so. But wh t 
in in? Is this a Boga’ Guil., 
Cooks’ Guild or whar?” 


“This is a Guild of compradores, 
clerks, messenger boys. coolies, 
house coslies, boys, etc.” 

Ie wea sxplained that tbe 
cosmopolitan character of this 
Guild was « recent developmen’. 
Formerly thers was a separate 
Clerks’ Guild, but when an ap- 
plication was mae for . its 
reinstatement, the Secretary for 
Chinese Affsirs orferad that it 
it should be amslewated with the 
Yeong 4fur. Hence the exhanus- 
tive list of characters on the 
amalgamated Guild's sigaboard. 

From the official in the loag 
coat the informatian was obtained 
that some 216. members sre ont 
of work. “We cinnot say what 
will be done to get these man 
back to their old employment.” 

e stated. “We shall probably 
communicate with the ensptoyers 
concerned. Itis not 2 fect that we 
wantan increase of wages. All 
that we want row is to have these 
men returoed to their old jobs.”

It appears that it took the Council of Discipline a loog time 
to make up its ming as to the exact nature of M. Berthelot’s inter- 
vention In the affairs of the Banque Industrietle. For four hours 
members’ discussed the matter before giving an opinion, M. Poin- 
cate was not present at the final sitting, but the report was sab- 
raitted to him and he is responsible for any punishment imposed 
on M. Berthelot. Generally, saspension from duty is for a limited 
period of five years and the fact that M. Berthelot has ueen 
suspended ten years is taken to indicate that the Council ‘cok a 
serious view of the faults he committed. He was found guilty of 
committing imprudence of"an administrative erder and in insuff- 
ciently differentiating his duties at the Foreign Ministry from the 
interest he took in the Banque. It is not found, however, that he 
favoured the Bank against the interests of the State, and it is this 
elrcumstance which led to his being placed on retirement for ten 
years Instead of being dismissed in the hour of his misfortune. 
It has not oeen forgotten that M. Berthelot rendered valuable 
services ta his country during the war. He was political director 
at.the Foreign Office during the tragic days of July 1912 and the 
vnitiative he tock when the Premier, M. Viyiani, and M. Poincare, 
then President of the Republic, were returning from Russia and 
Were not in contact with Paris ia remembered.

Peoding tne presentation of the Governments complete caval 
programme, the Senat> has invited a vote on the provisional pre 
gramme for abandoning the completion of five battleships of the 
Normandie type.and providing for the construction of three light 
cruisers capabie of doing 34 knots, six dastriyers of 335%> knots. 
The Naval Commission is unanimously of the opinion that sub- 
marinz3 should play a preponderating role in the future of the 
navy and they propose to build two submarines, 1,100 tons each, 
capable of carrying food for 30 days and having a eruising capacity 
of 7,090 miles. 


THE BANK OF ENGLAND. 


London, March 16. 


Mr. Edward Norman af the half-yearly meeting of the pro- 
prietors of the Bank of England stated that the half-yeariy dividend 
had been increased to six per cent. and was equal te 12 per cent.
